This Board ie at all times responsible for 
the'proper segrogation of persons eufforing 
frawtintections, contagious or communicable 
diseases and for the disinfection and 
purification of their dwellings and clothing 
and of any boats or other vebicles in which

This Board is, whenever any part of the 
Colony is threatencd or affected with ony 
formidable epidemic, responsible for, and 
invested by ordinance with the fullest 
‘powers for dealing with opidemic, endemic 
and contagious diseases of all sorts with a 
viow to their prevention or mitigation, and 
haa among other things to provide suitable 
aceammodation, medical aid, aud medicines. 

The Board has not now at its disposal or 
under ita own control any place where 
sufferers from upidemic, endemic or con- 
tagious diseases cun he sagragated and 
treated, either in case of uu epidemic or of 
sporadic cases. 

The provision mady for treating small- | 
pox caats at the Government Civil Hospital 
ig insuficiont as to extent und is in itself, 
from its position in the centre of u densely 
populated neighbourhood, a source of 
danger to the Culany. 

‘The small-pox werds in the ‘Tang Wab 
Hospital orv wholly inadequate, ure 0 grave 
source of danger from their position and 
surroundiags and ought to be closed up. 

Tho Nygeia is entirely unsuitable for usa 
as gn Epidemic Hospital in connection with 
the city and suburbs, and ought to be used 
solely for Quarantine purposes and in con- 
nection with tho shipping. 

The Hygeta is wseless for any hurpose 
unless fitted up and provided with a Me-

LETTER FROM MR UO AMET TO THE ACTING 
COLONIAL SECRETARY, 
Hongkong, let September, 189). | 

Sre,—Absence in Canton hae prevented 
mo acknowledging tho receipt of yonr de- 
apateh No. 1561 of 25th Auguat, in which 
you point vut that I had addressed the 
‘Acting Governor instead of youruolf or the 
Regiatrar-Genem| when I forwarded you 
the petition from all the loading Chinene | 
firms.and hongs in this colony—-not from 
several Chinese, a3 you state,—ayainst the 
Sunday Labour Ordinance. 

I am sorry that through ignorance of 
your customs J should have failed to con 
form with usage. but I would point out that 
though my letter was addressed to the 
Acting Governor the covor was addressed 
to you, whieh should have shown you that ; 
no disrespect was intended by ms. On 
account of this lapse on my part, and also 
in view of the tone of my letter, you inform 
ino that you ate inatrusted by the Acting 
Governor to return me my lettar. 

Permit me to state that though thruugh 
want of complete mastery of English I may 
perhaps have failed to conveyjin sufficiently 
diplomatic terms the parport of Chinoso 
feeling upon the question I wrate shout, 
still no disreapect was iutended in anything 
I wroto and I beg that pou will convey to 
the Acting Govarnor thet it is ao. sir 7 j 

A coreful perusal of my letter does not 
reveal to mo any expression that I would 
withdraw had I to re-write it. 

Tho additional slight that has been thue 
cast upon the Chinesy community of Hong- 
kong by the action of the Goevernmont is a 
matter of the deepest regrat 1» me persou- 
ally, and Ido trust it will uot looxen the 
bonds that have hold the inhabitants of 
Hungkong in such close and friendly in- 
timacy fur so many years.—I have tho 
honour, &e.

THE CONSPIRAOY CASE, 
DEFENDANTS DISCHARGED. 


Before Me Wise at the Police Court to- 
doy, Yeung Ming Shan, Tsang Shui, und 
Tam Sau wero charged, on remand, with 
conspiting to defrand Tao Tung Shan. 

Mr Fraucis, Q.0., instructed by Messrs 
Dennys and Mosaop, prosevuted; Mr 
Robinson, instructed by Mr Rodyk, de- 
fended Yeung Ming Shan; and Mr Wottoo 
defended Taar.g Shui and ‘Tam Sau. 

Hie Woratip, in giving his devision, axid 
io thie casy defendants were charged that 
on divers days betwoun the 2ind May and 
the 17th June they with Yeung Ut Wo did 
ounspite to defraud the compiminnnt, a 
minor, and did obtuin from him $7,000 and 
quourities to the smount of $20,000. The 
evidence was very voluminons, but after 


to Tum Seu he was of opinion that thera 
wae no evidence on which to commit him 
for trial, It was trae that the plaintiff 
atated that Tam Sau was present when 
Teang Shui made the orizlial proposition, 
and it was evident tbat he was at ail events 
within hearing, Tt was alas clearly ahuwn 
that he was present when diferent transnc- 
tions were put through, und he acted aaa 
sort of runner for Yeung Ming Shan, but 
that would not justify his being committed 
for trial for conspiring to defraud the 
complainant. That left the second and 
third defendants only to deal with, and he 
might tate at once with reference to the 
$5,000 that there was no evidence of any 
connection between Yeung Ming Shan and 
Young Ut Wo. They could thoratore confine 
their attention to the $7,000 und $16,000 
Jeans, There was evidenca to go to a jury 
that these two men were perfectly well 
‘aware of the true aye of [the complainant 
end there was evidence to-a jury that in 
going through these transections they. were 
of opinion, rightly or wrongly, .that.the 
complainant could not be forced ty repay 
these sums in conssquence of his minority, 
In this caso the defendants stood charged 
with ‘conspiring te defraud, but the ovi- 
dence, he was of opinion, did not prove 
that they conspired to defraud but that 
they conspired to put certain sums of 
money-into plaintiff's poeket in the belief 
that he could ‘net be forced to repsy thom. 
To getover that point Mr Francis had

Tomes alone and not agaipat.the- absent 
partriors, I€ was a matter“bf-perfect-in- 
difference whether they were;-exscution 
creditors or not; simply as “creditors they 
ware entitled to take these proceedings to 
set aside these deeds and assignments that 
affacted the property and which would have 
the effect of defeating or -delaying the 
plaintiffs in the event of their getting exe- 
eution. ‘That they wero creditors they 
were perfectly prepared to prove. Rus-

LYNCH LAW IN OLD CALIFORNIA. 


The origin of lynch law wes the woakuess 
ox corruption, ot bath, of tho’ constituted 
authority, and cometimes ita entire absonce ; 
and it ‘was because the ordinary law waa 
powerless that the mob lately broke into 
the New Orleans gaol aud executed the 
Italians who wero found there. How the 
system uf Vigilance Committees, with their 
rapid trinla and speedy executivns, came 
into baing, and the results they achieved, 
are set out in a very interestine way by 
Mr Joha W, Clampitt in an article in 
Harper. 


CUMULATFD FUNCTIONS. 


The first Vigilance Committes in Cali- 
fornia was formed not very far from Sao 
Franciscv in 1850, and it very soon began 
to have its “effect :—Within a week three 
men;: who confessed thomeclves to be ‘Atr> 
tralian convicts, were ‘ried, convicled, and 
executed by hanging to a tree. UCattle- 
thieves abounded, and retribution swift’ 
and surc was moted out whenever the 
crime cauhl be fixed by the logic uf circum: 
stauves, Justice and injustice met on o 
evmmon level. Small bodies. of people 
wok the law into their own bands with the 
sume degree of covsctous right as embold- 
ened tho acts of two or ten thousand, 
Sometimes a single individual became al 
oneo judge, jury, and executioner. On the 
highway from Son Francisco to San José 
was found a corpsc ehiot through the body, 
and ta the lower button-hole was tied a 
placard upon which was written, in very 
legible characters, thoss eigniticant words 

‘T shot him because -he stole my mute, 
—Jvhn Androw Anderson,—Andcrson 
Rancho, Santa Clara Valley.’ 

He was ‘nut a murderer, but an'executot 
of the Jaw, the len noa script, againat all 
cattle-thieves. If ten men cuuld capture 
aud slay bim for the crime, the same right 
. belonged to. bat.one of :the-party, ‘provided 
he alone could accomplish it,

towns to organize a committee of its 
citiyens for the protection of eooial order, 
and its executions became celebrated for

. “REDEEMING ITY HONOUR.’ 

In the month of August the committee 
tried two.meb nomed Samuol Whittaker 
hand Robett MoKenzie. . / hey wore prover 
guilty of very serious. offences—burglary, 
robbory, and incendistism, It was under- 
atond that thay were to be executed on the 
ist of that month, A writ was issued by 
Judge Norton, of the Suprome Court, com- 
manding the sherift to bring the prisoners 
before: his court at a certain hour to be 
duait with according to law, -That night 
tho sheriff snd onb deputy gained admission 
in some way te the rooms of the committee, 
where. the-prisoners were confined, led tham 
downstairs, and placed them in charge of 
police-officers awaiting them below... No 
immediate’ steps were taken by the com- 
mittee to remedy. this interferance with 
their purposes ; but on'the following Suin- 
day shortly. efter ‘two o'clock in the ‘after- 
noon, 9 carrisge. turned into Broadway 
from Da Pont-slreet and halted o short 
distance from the gaol. It was at thie 
hour that the prisoners were brought from 
‘their cells to. her divine: service from’ the 
chaplain of tha prison. A  preconcerted 
ruzi was made from’ the outsido, the 


rooms of the committee. 
tolled’ the signal for the ‘assembly of the 
members of the comnittes, and along with 
them poured 4 stream ‘of 15,000: pauple:ba- 
fore their rooms, wild with.excitement, and 
yelling’theit upprobation of the recapture 
ot the ptisoners. -- Brodght foso.to face 
with-the civil authorities, they would atand: 
or fall by that act. The pcisoners were 
sentenced. .to-iminediate exosution, and 
hanged at once from the windows: of the 
roomie of the coniuittes, in the prosonce of
